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ALMIGHTY God, who art so glorious in holiness, 
that before Thee even the Angels veil their faces; well 
may we blush to lift up our eyes, who have to acknow- 
ledge and bewail manifold sins and wickedness, which 
from time to time we have most grievously committed, 
in thought, word, and deed, against thy Divine Majesty.
